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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This application is a 371 of PCT/JP04/17440 filed 1 1/17/2004. The preliminary 
amendment has been entered. Claim 4 was amended. Claims 1-6 are pending. 



2. Claim 6 is objected to because of the following informalities: There appears to be a 
period in the middle of the claim in the second line of the claim. It is suggested that "in claim 4 
and .a hole injecting layer" be changed to "in claim 4 and a hole injecting layer". Appropriate 
correction is required. 



3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1, 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Azumaguchi et al. (JP 1 1-176572 A). Azumaguchi et al. discloses organic electroluminescent 
devices comprising the following compound, which reads upon instant formula (I) when variable 
"n" is zero (see par. 72, page 14): 



Claim Objections 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
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Although Azumaguchi et al. is silent with respect to discussing the properties set forth in claim 1 
for the above compound, the compound is within the definition of instant general formula (I) and 
is therefore considered to inherently meet the property limitations. Recitation of a newly 
disclosed property does not distinguish over a reference disclosure of the article or composition 
claims. General Electric v. Jewe Incandescent Lamp Co., 67 USPQ 155. Titanium Metal Corp. 
v. Banner, 227 USPQ 773. Applicant bears responsibility for proving that the reference article or 
composition does not possess the characteristics recited in the claims. In re Fitzgerald, 205 
USPQ 597, In re Best, 195 USPQ 430. 

With regard to claims 4 and 5, the compound shown above is used in an organic layer of 
the device and is considered to inherently have a hole transporting property, since the compound 
is according to instant formula I. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Azumaguchi et al. 
(JP 1 1-176572 A). Azumaguchi et al. is relied upon as set forth above. Azumaguchi et al. does 
not exemplify a device having compound (35) in one layer according to instant formula I and a 
compound according to instant formula III in a separate layer. Azumaguchi teaches a compound 
according to Azumaguchi formula (2) is used in a luminous layer which reads upon the instant 
"hole transport layer" having the instant formula I compound (see par. 87): 
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Azumaguchi et al. teaches a separate layer which is called "an electron hole transporting bed", 
which reads upon the instant "hole injecting layer" (see par. 87). Hole transporting materials 
may include compounds such as following Formula 56 shown in in par. 94, which reads upon 
instant formula III: 



It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to have 
formed a device comprising a layer of compound [35] shown above and compound [56] shown 
above, because Azumaguchi et al. teaches these compounds are each suitable for separate layers 
of an electroluminescent device and one would expect such a device utilizing these compounds 
in separate layers to result in a well-functioning display, since they are taught as desirable 
compounds for the device by Azumaguchi et al.

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Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 2 and 3 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. The prior art fails to teach or to render obvious the compounds of 
claims 2 and 3 requiring the specified biphenyl or terphenyl groups.
